Soviets Reject U.S. Call 
ΤῸ Allow Direct Flights 
- To Tel Aviv for Jews

WASHINGTON — The Soviet 
Union has rejected an appeal from 
the Bush administration to allow 
direct flights from Moscow to Tel 
Aviv for Soviet Jews, according to 
administration officials. 

_ _ US. and Israeli officials said 
that in the adsence of direct flights, 
thousands of Soviet Jews, in effect, 
were trapped in the Soviet Union at 
a time when anti-Semitism was 
feared to be i increasing. 

About 4,600 Soviet Jews emi- 
grated to Israel last month, mostly 
through Budapest. The officials say 
there are not enough flights from 
Moscow τὸ Budapest for all Soviet 


emigrants. 
They said that emigration would 
fotal 10.000 to 12,000 a month if 


the direct flights were available to 
Israel. 


The Soviet position against di- 
rect flights is somewhat embarrass- 
ing to the United States. 

Washington restricted the ad- 
mission of Soviet Jews and shut 
down a migration route, known as 
the Vienna-Rome pipeline, in Oc- 
tober, assuming That the Jews 
would be able to leave the Soviet 
Union sith little difficulty. 

Last December, Aeroflot and Et 
Al Israel airlines signed a commer- 
cial agreement, providing for direct 
flights from Mesoow to Tel Aviv. 
But the Soviet Union has withheld 
the political approval needed to 
carry out the agreement.
